RARE  AFRICAN  GOLD  POUND

The  coin  is  an  imitation  of  the  Egyptian  100  piastre  gold  coin 
bearing  the  date  1255  A.H.  Description,  Arabic  words  “Struck  in  Egypt” 
on  one  side  and  the  monogram  of  the  Sultan  of  Turkey  “Abd-El-Mijid” 
on  the  reverse.  Of  Excessive  Rarity,  only  a  few  known,  doubtful  if  there 
are  two  others  in  U.  S.  Uncirculated.  Guaranteed  Genuine.
